Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
patent to Nojima et al. (JP 1 0-1 75376). 

Nojima et al. teach thermal recording material which can have a protective layer 
composed of an emulsion comprising (meth)acrylonitrile, a vinyl monomer, and a 
polyolefin (e.g., ethylene-acrylic acid copolymer) resin. The experimental modification of 
this prior art in order to ascertain optimum operating conditions (e.g., determine the SP, 
Tg and MFT of the resin in the protective layer) fails to render applicants' claims 
patentable in the absence of unexpected results. Since unexpected results are not self- 
evident in applicants' specification examples, it is suggested that applicants discuss the 
significance of the various showings in their specification examples. 
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
